• Untreated hearing loss is linked to:
• Higher rates of dementia
• Social isolation
• Depression and anxiety
• Falls that result in injury among older adults

• Research shows that treating hearing loss leads to 
improvement in overall health and quality of life

• Individuals with hearing loss and who do not have 
hearing aids are more likely to say they are in poor 
health and were less likely to leave home or exercise 
regularly 

• Within three years of getting hearing aids, risk of 
developing dementia decreased by 18%

“Her worsening oral health affected all aspects of her life — her mental 
health, relationships, job prospects and overall well-being. Small problems 
like cavities became big problems that required visits to the emergency 
room.”

“she worked in service industry jobs such as bartending. None offered 
dental insurance. She couldn’t afford to get regular dental checkups 
and fillings for cavities.”

“It was miserable,” she says. “Add to that the mental health toll that it takes 
on you, where you’re afraid to smile, where people are judging you… there is 
a lot of stigma that comes with having bad teeth.”
